Morris will have a comp ara­ 
tively short stay at the hospital 
and be home soon with her health 
restored. But she k nows that if her 
illness had gone undiscovered, it 
would have been more difficult to 
cure, and her life itself might 
have been endangered.

Many services,, which help protect 
Scott County residents against tu­ 
berculosis. The one called ‘•rehabi­ 
litation"’ was especially important 
to Bill Temple of 45 South Street. 
Bill used to be a stok er in a steel 
mill but today he is a crack erjack 
accountant, and he lik es the work 
better. Bill got TB and spent two 
years in a tuberculosis hospital. 
As he improved, it became clear 
tha t Bill, a family man, would 
have to tak e a less strenuous job 
when the doctor said it was safe 
for him to return to work . 
But Bill had no other k ind of 
experience. He began to worry 
about his future, and worry does 
not help a sick man get better. 
Then a rehabilitation work er with 
the local tuberculosis association 
vcent to work with the doctors and 
nurses to help Bill choose another 
k ind of work . Bill had been good 
at math in high school, always lik ­ 
ed figures. While still in the hos­ 
pital Bill took a course in account­ 
ing. When he was ready for work , 
the tuberculosis association confi­ 
dently recommended him for his 
present post.

There are “hidden” cases of TB in 
this community, because early TB 
is symptomless and a person can 
have the disease without look ing 
or feeling ill. 
Operating on this k nowledge, the 
Scott County Tuberculosis Assoc­ 
iation, which is supported by the 
annual sale of Christmas Seals, 
conducts a year-round X-ray p ro­ 
gram among groups in the com­ 
munity on a demonstration basis. 
In the past year alone, the pro­ 
gram has led to the discovery of 
early TB in two high school stu­ 
dents, four housewives, three busi­ 
ness men, four elderly county res­ 
idents. All were assisted in getting 
prompt and proper treatm ent at a 
tuberculosis hospital. 
If their illness had not been de­ 
tected, the sick persons could have 
developed more serious illness, and 
at the same time gone on innocent­ 
ly spreading their disease to oth­ 
ers. Christmas Seals buy (or help 
buy) 
chest X -ray services and 
help halt the spread of TB.

All the tuberculosis fighting serv­ 
ices of the Scott County Tubercu­ 
losis Association, 
including one 
called “tuberculin testing.” 
Six-year-old Bobby Smith, who 
goes to P. S. 41, lined up with 
other children entering school for 
the first time one day last fall and 
got his tuberculin test—a simple 
sk in test which shows whether or 
not TB germs have entered a p er­ 
son’s body. Bobby’s sk in “reacted,” 
showing that he had been in con­ 
tact with TB germs. 
Bobby’s doctor was notified, and 
the child was given 
additional 
tests, including a chest X-ray. For­ 
tunately, the germs had done no 
damage and Bobby was free from 
active disease. But it was certain 
that someone close to the little boy 
was sick with TB. Investigation 
pro v ed t ha t 
Bobby’s 
devoted 
grandfather, his willing “baby-sit­ 
te r” nights and week -ends, had TB 
a nd didn’t k now it because he felt 
and lo o ked well. Grandp a is now 
in

tuberculosis hospital and, 
thank s

Ingratitude Rare 
However, such instances of in­ 
gratitude are rare and are the ex­ 
ception as far as the Community 
Chest is concerned. But ingrates do 
have long tongues and they use 
them often—so often, in fact, that 
a few' people hear their stories and 
use them as an excuse for not con­ 
tributing to the Community Chest.

would not accept any truce a r­

against its w’ishes. President Syng- 
man Rhee’s foreign minister indi­ 
cated that his government believes 
K orea’s future is nobody else’s 
business. 
In a formal statement, Minister 
of Foreign Affairs Y. T. Pyun 
said: 
“The government of the Repub­ 
lic of Korea cannot and will not 
accept, against its wishes, any a r­ 
rangement or agreem ent or resolu­ 
tion in regard to the disposition of 
what it considers to be its citizens 
or part of its historical domain, 
made or reached or adopted w ith­ 
out its official and full participa­ 
tion with the unrestricted voice 
sovereign nations usually exercise 
in similar m atters of exclusive 
concern to themselves.” 
Rules Out Acceptance 
The statement, which »ppeared 
to rule out acceptance of a truce 
worked out by the U. N. general 
assembly or the unified command, 
was made on the eve of a sched­ 
uled trip to Korea by President­ 
elect Eisenhower. 
Korea has gone all out to plan 
welcomes for Ike and it appeared 
that the governm ent would a t­ 
tempt to put this view over w’ith 
him.

From The Turkey To The Pumpkin Pie 
Thanksgiving Menu Is Native American 


Contributions of the W estern Hemisphere to the Diet of the W orld Include 
Both W hite and Sweet Potatoes, Cranberries, Corn and Other Basic and Tasty 
Foods— Even the After-Dinner Smoke Is a Product of the New World.

T hanksgiving day is an A m eri­ 
can feast, begun traditionally by 
the Pilgrim s, and c o n t i n u e d 
through the centuries as a national 
day of regligious and gastronom ic 
significance. 
Even today w hen all the foods 
of the w orld are available to en- 
lich our daily diet, the T h a n k s­ 
giving m enu of th<- average h ouse­ 
hold is still predom inantly A m eri­ 
can in origin and production. A 
sum ptuous 
feast 
can 
be spread 
w ith only the kinds of food that 
the pre-C olum bian Indians knew 
and taugnt the w hite men h ow to 
raise and use. T urkey, cranberries, 
both 
w hite and 
sweet potatoes, 
num erous sorts of beans, squash, 
pum pkin, tapioca, corn, including 
sw eet corn and popcorn, peppers, 
av'ocado, cocoa and chocolate, oys­ 
ters, pineapple, chestnuts, p eanuts 
brazil nuts, cashew nuts, and w hile 
not strictly a food, the tobacco of 
the afte r-d in n e r 
cigarette, 
cigar 
or pipe— all of these are of stric t­ 
ly A m erican origin. 
The tu rk ey th a t is the cen ter of 
the usual T hanksgiving feast has 
a dual claim to A m erican citizen­ 
ship. It is as native to the A m eri­ 
can continent as the Indians. And 
it also has a record of early im ­ 
m igration from Europe. 
Paradox of the Turkey. 
This paradox 
arises from the 
fact that dom estic turke>s ar 
not 
descendants, but cousins, ot 
the 
wild 
tu rk ey s 
th a t 
the 
Pilgrim s 
h unted and ate. The wild turkeys 
are som ew hat sm aller than 
the 
dom esticated sort and they still 
survive in som e tim bered regions. 
T he dom estic fowl is descended 
from the M exican species which 
the Aztecs has tam ed, and w hich 
their Spanish conquerors carried 1 
back home w ith them . A fter being 1 
re-im p o rted from Europe, it has 
become well 
established 
in 
the 
U hited States, well to the n o rth 
of its original range. 
If both B en jam in F ranklin and 
Jo h n Jam es A udubon, great early 
A m erican scientists had had their 
way, the tu rk ey would have been 
the national bird instead of the 
bald eagle. T h ere was sentim ent, 
backed by the characters of the j 
tw o birds, th a t argued in favor 
of th e turkey as a national symbol. 


On Thankgiving, the turkey is ce r­ 
tainly the national bird. 
C ranberry sauce is as A m e ri­ 
can as the roast turkey that it 
accompanies. C ranberries are only 
found on the A m erican continent. 
The cranberry bogs of New Jersey 
are fam ous the world over. The 
cra n b erry prefers the low, 
w et 
lands of northeastern United States 
It thrives from N ew foundland to 
Lake Erie, and grows wild occas­ 
ionally as far south as Virginia 
and A rkansas. T he cran b erry most 
often seen on the m arket is the 
larger u.f two species properly rec­ 
ognized as cranberries. 
Potatoes Are American. 
Sw eet potatoes are probably of 
tropical origin. At any rate, they 
thrive best now in the w arm er 
parts of the country. Don’t call 
them yams, as this nam e really 
belongs to an A frican plant w hich 
plays m uch the sam e role in its 
own country, but has never com e 
into wide use in the United States. 
The sweet potato is a vine very 
closely akin to the com mon o rn a ­ 
m ental morning glory, while the 
v m is a vine related to the lily 
family. 
i 
w hite potato is not Irish 
but Peruvian in origin. It got its 
m isnom er because it was so w id e­ 
ly grown in Ireland and Irish im ­ 
m i g r a n t s in the early 1700s b rought 
large quantities of potatoes to the 
United 
States. 
Not 
long 
after 
C olum bus the potato was carried 
to Spain from Peru, 
where the 
rn tiv 
had dom esticated it and 
cultivated it for thousands of years. 
T lence it was taken to other parts 
of Europe, including Ireland. The 
British introduced the potato into 
B erm uda, w hence it traveled to 
Virginia colony in its early years. 


The w hite potato thus has a right 
to a place on the A ll-A m erican 
T hanksgiving table. 
For the salad course, there m ay 
be avocados, also called alligator 
pears, for these are natlv e to this 
hem isphere. If th ere is to be som e­ 
thing before the soup course, oys­ 
ters on the half shell are app ro p ­ 
riate, for the kinds eaten in A m e r­ 
ica are distinctly our own. The

A m erican in origin. 
Corn From N ew World. 
T he bread should be corn bread, 
of course. Corn is the greatest of 
the agricultural gifts of America 
to the world. W hen the first se t­ 
tlers from England found this grain 
being cultivated by the Indians, 
they called it Indian corn to dis­ 
tinguish it from other grains. The 
word corn, in British usage, m eant 
all kinds of grain— w heat, barley, 
rye and the rest. O ur corn is still 
m aize to Europeans. 
H istory books relate that corn, 
cached by the Indians of the reg­ 
ion, saved the P ilgrim s of P ly ­ 
m outh colony during the terri.de 
first w inter in 1621. Corn prob­

A m erican highlands but by thi 
tim e the w hite men came, its cul­ 
tivation had spread as far north 
on this continent as the climate 
(perm itted.

found by the early colonists, there 
w e r e

Colum bus

tobacco

The thought bothered 
her until, at last, she went to the 
doctor and asked for a thorough 
physical examination, including a 
chest X-ray. 
The X-ray and other tests show­ 
ed that she had early TB. Mrs. 
Morris went to Hillvicw as soon as 
arran. cments were completed. The 
pleasant part of her story is that 
because she caught her TB early, 
Mrr. Morris will have a compara­ 
tively short stay at the hospital 
and be home soon with her health 
restored. But she knows that if her 
illness had gone undiscovered, it 
would have been more difficult to 
cure, and her life itself might 
have been endangered.
